DANGEROUS DRUGS ORDINANCE 


No. 21 of* 1025. 


An Ordinance lo provide Tor the control of the manufacture, 
imjiortation, exportation ami |>ossessioN of certain 

dangerous drugs. 


RE TT ENACTED by the High (Commissioner for Palestine, 
with the advice of the Advisorv Council thereof: —

This Ordinance mav be riled as the Dangerous Drugs 


Ordinance, 1025. 


2. In this Ordinance and in the Schedule hereto and in 
anv Regulations made hereunder. 


(a) The term “dangerous drugs” means the drugs 
specified in the Schedule herein and such other drugs as may be 
notified as dangerous drugs from time to time by the High 
Commissioner hy Notice published in the Gazette. 

(b) The term “raw opium” includes powdered or 
granulated opium hut does not include medicinal opium. 


(c) The term “prepared opium” means opium pre¬ 
pared for smoking and includes dross and any other residues 
remaining after opium lias been smoked. 


(d) The term “medicinal opium” 
which has been artificially dried 


means raw opium 


(e) The term “Magistrate

R. Any person who exports or imports or facilitates the 
export or import of any dangerous drug shall tie punishable with 
imprisonment for a term not Exceeding one year or fine not 
exceeding £E. 200 or both these penalties; 

Provided that the import of any consignment ol drugs 
mentioned in Part II of the Schedule hereto may lx? authorised 
by permit granted by the Director of Health.

Any fierson preparing, manufacturing or being in pos- 
ot any drug mentioned in Pari I ol the Schedule hereto 
punishable with the penalties mentioned in Section 3. 


5. Any person bring in possession ol any drug mentioned 
in Part II of* the Schedule hereto shall be punishable with the 
like penalties unless such possession is authorised in accordance 
with the provisions of this Ordinance. 

f». Any person who 

(a) aids, abets, counsels or procures the commission 
of any offence under Section 3, \ or 5 hereof; 

or (h) in Palestine aids, abets, counsels, or procures 
the commission in any place outside Palestine of any offence 
under the provisions ol any corresponding law in force in that 
place, or does any act preparatory to, or in furtherance of, any 
ad which if committed in Palestine would constitute an offence 
under Section 3. 4, or 5 hereof 

shall he punishable with tin* like penalties. 

7. Possession of the drugs mentioned in Pari II of the 
Schedule shall be deemed to be authorised for the purpose of 
tfiis < >idimmer if 

(a) iJie ]K»ssessor is a licensed pharmacist and the 
drugs are kepi on his licensed premises ; 


(h) I lie possessor is a licensed medical practitioner, 
or veterinary surgeon who is authorised in accordance with 
Section l(> of the Public Health Ordinance No. 1, 1921, to dis¬ 
pense such drugs on his own premises, or a licensed dentist 
authorised under any Ordinance concerning dentists to keep 

such drugs; i

(c) the person prove llial the drug in his possession 
was purchased by him from a licensed pharmacist and such sale 
was conducted in accordance with the provisions of Public Health 
Ordinance No. 4, 1021, or. that I he drug was obtained from a 
medical practitioner or veterinary surgeon allowed to dispense 
drugs or medicine in qfcnrdancc with Section 16 I hereof; 

(d) it is authorised by any regulation made under 

this Ordinance. / 


8. (I) The High Commissioner may, with the approval of 

the Secretary of Slate for the Colonies, make and when made 
vary and revoke Regulations lor the effective execution of this 
Ordinance, and, in particular, for the keeping of proper records 
of the purchase and dis|iostil of dangerous drugs by persons 
authorised to be in (mssessitMi of such drugs.

(2) Kvery person who tails to keep such records in 
the manner prescribed or acts in contravention of or tails to 
comply with any Herniation made under this Ordinance shall be 
punishable with fine not exceeding £R. 50.

It. It a Magistrate is satisfied that there is reasonable 
round lor suspecting that, in contravention of the provisions of 
this Ordinance or any Regulation made hereunder, any dangerous 
drug is in the possession or under the control of any person in 
any premises, or that 

with any transaction which was, or would he, if carried out, an 
offence against this Ordinance, or, in the ease iff a transaction 
carried out or intended to he carried out in any place outside 
Palestine, an ollence against the provisions of any law therein in 
force, is in the possession or under the control of any person in 
any premises, he may grant a search warrant authorising any 
Police Oflicer at any time within one month from the date of the 
warrant, to enter the premises named in the warrant, and to 
search the premises and any person found therein; and, if there 
is reasonable ground for suspecting that an otlencc against this 
Ordinance has been committed in relation to any such drugs 
which may Ife found in the premises or in the possession of any 
such person, or that any document which may he so found is 
such a document, to seize and detain the drugs or the document.

10. The Arrest of Offenders and Searches Ordinance, 1924, 
shall apply to Search Warrants under this Ordinance.

Provided that the provisions of Section 17 of the said Ordi¬ 
nance shall not he applicable. 


I I. From the date /it which this Ordinance comes into Operation of 
three no Poison Permit granted under Section !i4 of the Public Po ' son Permit* 
Health Ordinance, No 4, 1921, shall be deemed to authorise the hol¬ 
der to trade in or to import any dangerous drug, whether such per¬ 
mit was granted before or subsequent to the coming into force 
of this Ordinance.
